M erely to enum erate th e detached houses, re si­ 
dence rows, flats, business blocks and m anufac­ 
tories now erecting in K ansas C ity w ould re­ 
q uire a v olum e alm ost as fa t and com prehensiv e 
as a eity directory and it is only possible, 
w ith in the co ntracted lim its of a new spaper 
article, to m ake a note of th e prog ress of a few 
m illions of dollar« w orth of th e principal b uild­ 
ing s.

The form er, a t th e corner of 
N inth and W all streets, w ith frontag e of 125 
and 100 feet. Is to be te n sto ries hig h. 
Deep 
excav ation has been necessary in order to reach 
a safe base for th e stup endo us struc ture and 
w ithin a few days th e laying of the foundation 
w alls was beg un, nearly forty- feet below the 
stre e t level. T h ree-q uarters of a year w ill be 
req uired for the com pletion of th e w ork 
I t w ill

Judge Gill rendered a decisio n th is mo rn­ 
ing for th e plaintiff in th e case of W illiam C. 
G lass ag ainst F. H. Rowe, w hich w ill be of uni­ 
v ersal inte re st to real estate dealers and ow ners 
of p ro p erty. 
G lass som e tim e ag o contracted 
w ith Rowe for th e sale of som e real estate, pay­ 
ing $ 200 dow n to bind th e barg ain. 
On th e a p ­ 
p reciation of th e p ro p erty Rowe refused to de­ 
liv er a deed, and th is suit w as broug ht to com pel 
him to tra nsfe r th e p ro p erty in accordance w ith 
th e contract. 
T he substance of Judg e G ill’s 
decision w as as follow s: 
“W hen a co ntract is 
m ade by a real estate ag ent w ith a purch aser in 
w hich a m onetary or o th er consideration is paid 
the co ntract can be enforced and it is th e optionof 
the purchaser, if he desires to recov er the m oney 
so p aid to sue for dam ag es for th e breach of th e 
co ntract or enforce th e prov isions in th e con­ 
tra c t itself. T he p resent custom of real estate 
ag ents in inse rting into th e ir co ntracts condi­ 
tions, im plying th a t th e seller can, if he desires, 
refund the paym ent on th e co ntract and rescind 
it alto g eth er w ill no t be so co nstrued by courts of 
law and eq uity. 
A co ntract for the sale of real 
p ro p erty can have b ut one m eaning , and th a t is, 
it is a co ntract for th e sale and deliv ery of th e 
p roperty in com pliance w ith all th e co nditions 
of th e co ntract and th e seller cannot v itia te the 
co ntra c t 
by 
any default or breach he can 
m ake; 
ne ith e r 
can 
lie 
hedg e 
him self 
ab o ut 
w ith 
stip ula te d 
safeg uards 
in 
case he desires to w ithdraw from th e arrang e­ 
m ents alto g eth er.” The Judg e a t th is p o int re­ 
ferred to a s ta tute w hich w as passed by the 
L eg islature last Ja nua ry and w hich w ill g o into 
operation on the 1st of July. 
The bill prov ides 
th a t ev ery ag ent 
of real esta te m ust have 
a w ritten 
auth o rizatio n of pow er to sell 
from th e 
ow ner, 
subscribed by 
him and 
co ntaining the term s upon w hich th e pro p erty 
was to be sold and th a t the co ntracts so m ade by 
th e ag ent m ust be identical w ith th e auth o riza­ 
tio n of th e ow ner to th e ag ent. 
The p enalty for 
the non-observ ance of th is law is th e s tric t con­ 
structio n of th e co ntracts m ade by ag ents and 
th e enforcem ent of all its conditions. 
A p ro m inent real estate ag ent said to a 
Star 
rep o rte r: “T his decision of Judg e G ill 
will 
m ake th e ow ners ra th e r chary of real 
estate 
brokers and w ill cause w ould-be p urch asers to 
m ake th e ir barg ains directly w ith the ow ners 
them selv es. 
I w ill confess th a t m any ag ents 
m ake co ntracts w ith p urch asers w hich they 
know v ery well th ey hav e no auth o rity to do and 
as a g eneral rule th e m a tte r is settled before it 
g ets into th e courts. 
B ut if the inv esto r ascer­ 
tains th a t he can enforce the deliv ery of the 
deed in co urts of law, he will be m ost likely to 
tak e recourse to it.”

H ow to C a rve P oultry. 
J uliet Corson in Harper’s Bazar. 
An « « pert carver can divide poultry without 
removing the fork from the breastbone or turn­ 
ing the bird on the dish, but a beginner will do 
well to have a small fork at hand for the pur­ 
pose of laying cut portions aside as the carving 
progresses. 
Turn the bird so that the carving 
fork can be held in the left hand and firmly 
fixed in the breastbone, and use a very sharp 
knife with a small flexible blade. 
First cut off 
both drumsticks at the knee joint, and then re­ 
move the second joints. 
With a tender bird 
this is not a difficult matter; but both strength 
and skill are needed to cope successfully with a 
tough or 
underdone 
turkey, because very 
strong sinews are plentiful about the leg joints. 
Next cut off the first joints of the wings, or 
pinions, and then the joints nearest tlie body. 
This method of cutting off the first joints of tlie 
legs and wings before separating them from the 
body saves that troublesome feat of holding 
those members while ihoy are being disjointed; 
frequently they slip about on the platter and 
the dish with gravy. 
After the wings are removed cut of the merry 
thought or wishbone, and then the wing side 
bones which hold the breast to the backbone; 
then carve the breast into medium thin slices, 
and serve the bird, giving gravy and stuffing on 
each plate. 
If the diners are numerous it may 
be necessary to cut off more of the ilesh, and 
even to dismember the carcass; this can be 
done with more or loss ease as the carver un­ 
derstands the anatomy of the bird. 
If a carver 
would study tho location of tho joints while 
carving, and take the trouble to cut up several 
carcasses by striking tho points where the 
bones are joined together, subsequent carving 
would be easy. 
The joints of all birds are sim­ 
ilarly placed, so nearly identical in point of 
junction that one is a guide to all others.

New York , May 25.—Talmage is so in terest­ 
ing a public character tha t he is g oing to add a 
wing to his tabernacle in order to sea t a thous­ 
and more of those who, at every Sunday service, 
desire to see and hear him. 
So let me make a 
new portra it of him a s he now preaches. He 
opens his m outh very wide, and speaks w ith 
great force. He a ccents the close of each phrase 
with a strong downward inflection which makes 
his hym n reading extrem ely m onotonous. 
He 
reads every hymn stra ig ht through, and repeats 
the first two lines em pha tica lly. 
H is scripture 
reading is characterized by the same harsh em ­ 
pha sis a t the end of every phrase, but it is 
varied by nm ning com m ents to such an extent 
tha t one who was unfa m ilia r w ith the pa ssa ges 
would be a t a loss to know where the bible 
stopped and the preacher began. 
T his tenceucy 
to obscurity is streng thened by the fa ct tha t the 
Doctor keeps his eyes on the book, whether he 
is rea ding the tex t or making his comment, 
He 
moves a bout little while reading or pra ying but 
in his preaching his g estures and a ttitudes fre­ 
quently sug g est the theatre. 
W hen he is not 
bring ing an im pa ssioned period to a close, he 
g enerally puts his right hand in the bosom of his 
coat and holds his left hand behind him. 
When 
in this a ttitude the fingers of his left hand are 
in consta nt m otion. As he comes towa rds a cli­ 
max he bring s both hands forward and raises 
them and sw ing s his arms and sta m ps w ith his 
feet while his voice ra ises to a shout. 
He does 
not ta lk very rapidly, anu he makes eft'ectiye, 
abrupt pa uses between h is words. 
One of his m ost dramatic sentences in the ser­ 
mon, during which I watched him , was a de­ 
scription of a ship in ba ttle. 
He told of the 
way successive shots had torn the bulwa rks 
away, knocked over a m a st, carried away the 
wheel, ruined the steering gear, and riddled the 
boat from stem to stern. The clim a x of the 
sentence was brought out in the word “ corpses," 
repeated twico w ith a shudder of his body and 
tones. As he had been enum era ting the va rious 
parts of the ship, and describing damage done 
he had moved about the platform , pointing here 
and there; when he came to the close, telling of 
the deck strewn w ith corpses, he put his left 
foot in advance of the rig ht, extending both 
arms downward, clenched his fists, and shut 
both his eyes and his jaws, hissing the final 
word between his teeth. 
He reta ined the a tti­ 
tude thus formed for several seconds before 
drawing back to proceed with a new thoug ht. 
He resorts continua lly to the a ctor’s device of 
pointing to im aginary objects, as if the a udience 
could see the feature of the picture formed in 
his own mind. 
In all his g estures and m ove­ 
m ents he is as awkward as he can be and the 
specta tor is irresistibly remiuded of the oarica- 
tures of Talmage in the com ic papers. 
One 
is also reminded of Henry Irving m tho way Dr 
Talmage uses his left leg. 
When approaching a 
clim a x he puts his left foot som ewha t forward, 
pa ts the floor w ith it, bends his knee w hile re­ 
ta ining his weig ht on the right leg, and he winds 
up by g iving the floor a vig orous stamp. The final 
sentence in his sermon was a relig ious exhorta ­ 
tion. 
It called upon the vetera ns to follow the 
fla g ship of God, 
whose commander, 
J esus 
Christ, was in the shrouds beckoning on to that 
haven where a ll the fa ithful w ould join in a 
grand hosanna. 
He worked up to the la st word 
in the way just described, holding his hands in 
the air and ra ising them a little a t a tim e until 
they were as far above his head as he could reach. 
The word “ hosanna ” was repeated in this a tti­ 
tude with irreat delibera tion and force, 
the 
pre^bher keepiug his eves a lm ost closed and 
fixed on the ceiling , and rem a ining thus posed 
for a full half m inute after uttering the final 
word. 
He then turned and w ent to the stand, 
where he found his hym n book and g la sses and 
proceeded to read the closing hymn. 
His ser­ 
mon« are frequently interrupted by applause.

N A T I O N A L O P E R A N D JVIRS. T H U R B E R . 


The a dvent of the much-heralded hosts of the 
National Opera company, their utter discom fit­ 
ure and rout at the hands of Wagner, and the 
disg usted disa ppointm ent of that portion of 
Kansas City which w itnessed the eng a g em ent, 
has pa ssed into history — and sa d history at 
that. 
N othing but the magnificent orchestration and 
thorough discipline of Thoma s’s fam ous corps 
saved the company from a few marks of public 
disapproval. 
From beg inning to end the vocal­ 
iza tion of the principa ls was ragged and careless 
to a degree, and in no case did the company rise 
to even a level of mediocre sm oothness. 
Not a cla use of allowance is due to an organ­ 
ization whose pretensions so boldly invited a t­ 
tention and openly cha lleng ed criticism . 
Be­ 
g inning as a tra ining school, it developed a soa r­ 
ing a m bition which did not stop short of essa y­ 
ing the interpreta tion of the m ost subtly in tri­ 
cate and technica l m usic of the future and 
soug ht to pluck at a grasp from a new g raft the 
blossom of a pla nt tha t has been nurtured 
by centuries of culture and thought. 
Could poor Ludwig, of Bavaria, have seen his 
knig htly Bayard of chiva ly so 
mangled,, he 
would have wished tha t Lo h en g rin , 
had never 
been known outside of the Royal opera house. 
W ith a corps and machinery riva lling in num ­ 
bers and m ag nitndo tha t of the Milan opera, 
a fter two years of rehearsal, preparation and 
public practice, susta ined by unexam pled finan­ 
cial la vishness—if the performance of W ednes­ 
day is a sa m ple—their presenta tions are too 
crude and amateurish for adequate compari­ 
son. 
W hether the crusade a g a inst the rendering of 
Ita lia n or German m usic in its own tong ue, or 
whether the polyg lot a ng ula rities of the Anerlo- 
Saxon are better adapted to tho delica te require­ 
m ents of m usic than the sw eet vowel flexibility 
of the southern singer, are questions which re­ 
quire but little argument for the sa tisfa ction o! 
those whose comparisons are based upon a 
knowledge of the canons of art and euphony. But 
tha t any enterprise of so com prehensive a char­ 
a cter as this comm ands for its success tho hig h­ 
est expressions of executive a bility, a rtistic ex ­ 
perience and technique in all its depa rtm ents is 
indisputa bly patent. 
W it h tho notable excep­ 
tion of Theodore Thomas, not one of tho m a n­ 
agement contributes a sing le insta nce of these 
qua lities. 
It may be in accord with the unities 
tha t 
this em bryotic 
conception of a great 
National opera stag e should be under the care of 
an imprcssario whoso sole experience has been 
confined 
to 
tho 
unsuccessful ma na g em ent 
of a house of call 
for tra veling com pa nies 
in a city like San Francisco, whose a udiences 
are either tra nsitory and ea sily pleased, or of 
the soil bucolic, and whose opportunities for 
discrim ina ting are lim ited to the sta nda rds fur­ 
nished between the Sierra3 aud the Pacific. 
Here Mr. Locke’s experience of m usic was con­ 
fined to comic opera, and his na tive tact in the 
m a nagement of prima donne and prtma tenore 
found no higher stim ulus for its exercise and 
developm ent than was evoked by the squabbles 
of E m ily M ellville and poor Tom Casselli. 
This 
is hardly the tra ining and experience to which 
Maretzek and Strakosch owe tholr managerial 
successes. 
That Mr. Locke fa iled utterly, even 
in 
this 
lim ited 
field, 
is 
not 
made 
the 
occasion 
of 
any 
unkindly 
or 
ungenerous reference, but sim ply 
adduced 
as 
an 
evidence 
tha t 
his persistence in a 
m istaken vocation, coupled with the inexperi­ 
ence which m istook his energy for manag eria l, 
ca pa city is one of the prime ca uses of the utter 
and notorious fiasco of the National Opera com­ 
pany uudcr his regime, for that its commercial 
existence is doomed to early extinction is a con­ 
clusion tha t robs prophecy of its specula tion. 
Few know or realize tho rom a ntic and inter­ 
estin g ca use to which we owe the conception, 
experim ents and tea ching s of this dream of 
converting the American voice—which one or 
our m ost thoug htful litera ry w its ha* described 
as 
Acidulous enough to xiroduce effervesence 
with a lka lis” —into the soft liquids and alluring 
intona tions 
of 
the 
Ita lia n. 
Yet 
this 
and 
som e 
of 
the 
most 
prominent 
philosophica l 
and 
politica l 
public 
m ove­ 
m ents of the ea st, owe their inspira tion to 
Mrs. Fra ncis B. Thnrber. 
The 
a ristocratic 
N ineteenth Century club, to tho tea ching of 
whose chief a postle, Courtland Palmer, fa shion­ 
able London not long since accorded a respect­ 
fully a ttentive ear, owes its origin aud success 
in no sm all degree to the eagerness of this re­ 
markable woman to express her intuitive and 
cultured sym pa thy with the truths of moral and 
economic philosophy. 
To many, this may con­ 
jure th<i typical fea tures of a m oiern exponent 
of wom a n’s rig hts, m a inta ining w ith strident 
energy her claim to cheat in the marts of men 
or to starve with them in the ranks of labor,w hiie 
eloquently sug g esting in appearanee her sole 
rig ht to a monopoly of the vocat ion of a living 
model for the study of anatomy. 
Never was conjecture wider of its mark. This 
modern Portia doe* not even owe her mental 
and nervous a ctivity to the influence of our en­ 
ergizing soil. A true daughter of the Viking*, 
of commanding yet gracious presence, she is 
known in her home as one of New York’s beauti­ 
ful women, and few who see her in that home, 
invested with ail the charms of matronlv £rrar*e, 
surrounded bv her family, would dispute tho 
verdict. Neither tho variety nor the Interest of 
her public spirit is allowed to distraot attention 
from her duties us a wife and mother. 
Her hus­ 
band’s advocacy of the unpopular side of politics,, 
in the anti-monopoly party and other move 
ments, have long since alienated all social affil­ 
iation with the 
Kuiekerlx>cker 
aristocracy, 
whose vested interest the shibboleth of his 
party has threatened. So deep is the prejudice 
his warfare has created that social ostracism iu 
a measure robbed her of the usual interests of a 
woman of fashion, nor has her husband's irreat 
wealth been sufficient to overooiaa the feeling 
conducing to the situation. While everywhere 
respected as a public spirited (but misguided) 
citizen, and tho head of the largest and wealth­ 
iest. house 
of its 
kind 
in 
the 
country, 
the 
social fiat has gone forth, 
and 
they 
are strangers to tho country clubs. 
Arca­ 
dian eambols and the music of Newport’s Casino 
is not for them. Yet at their hou^e may bo 
found the brightest literati of the day,, aud 
savants of European celebrity who could not be 
lured bv the vapid society inanities of Newport 
or Lennox. 
Few who visit their home would 
dream that it is the scene at all hours of almost 
unremitting toil. Under the guidance of a va let 
of the old school, one is conducted across its 
portal into an apartment breathing a very a t­ 
mosphere of seductive repose. From the Turk­ 
ish rugs, artistic panelinsrs and priceless paint­ 
ings, to the most minute n o je t d ’a rt 
everything 
is suggestive of a life devoted to an expression 
of delicate, sensuous, educated luxury. 
The 
fortunate uuest. who looks down the vista of the 
arched apartment, as the noiseless doors of the 
dining saloon disclose its treasures of rare crys­ 
tal, old silver, and perfumed exotics, reviving 
recollections of Roman splendor, mav well be 
forgiven a smile of incredulity when told that 
the courteous host has but just left his secre­ 
taries above; that he has been at his office since 
7 in tho morning,'and that lie will bea t work 
long after the last carriage has left his door. 
For, while Mr. Thurber and his wife represent 
t he polarities of thought aud feeling, neither has 
a moment unoccupied. 
Here was the scene of the tentative conception 
and succeeding formation of the great American 
school of vocal art; here the wavin? artistes 
have repaired to pour the gamut of their woes, 
from piano to fortissimo, into the ears of its 
charming mistress: and here, it is to bv feared, 
will be recorded the date and manner of its 
demise.

“ Nearly lo t) varieties of hides conn into this 
city. 
By varieties I mean skins from different 
countries or localities. 
The manner of curing, 
the 6» rm of package, the quality of the grain, 
all these are different. 
A good judge will tell 
at a glance whence tho hides coma 
Some of 
them are so expert that they cau tell you not 
only the country which produces the hides, but 
where there are several shipping points on the 
same river, like the Para in South America, 
they can at a glance locate the poim from which 
tho goods were shipped. 
Europe, Africa, Asia, 
Australia, North, Central aud South America 
all contribute to the leather supply of 
the 
United States. 
“ Any time that you see a bale of white mud 
carted about town you may understand that the 
heathen Hindoo of Eastorn India has sent over 
lots of mud and a small amount of leather- 
making material. You seethe hides are daubed 
with a mixture of clay and lime, called chue- 
nam, to keep the insects out. 
There an; fifty 
hides in a halo, and the purchaser expects them 
to average thirty pounds. 
Well, they always do. 
Mud is cheap out there and the honest Hindoo 
is absolutely careless of the amount used so 
long as the proper average is obtained. 
Why, I 
have seen a chunk of ehneuam as big as a table 
in one of these bales. 
“ Those hides,” pointing to a heap, “ are Tex­ 
ans. 
Iliey are very large, you observe, and are 
dried over a bush, a fence, almost anything in 
fact. 
Ten of them will make a load as big as a 
ton of loose hay. 
These hides here wo call the 
Bogota book, owing to their place of origin and 
the form of package. 
See, tho hidos are folded 
book-like and are about the size of the Bovdell 
plates. 
The hides from Montevideo and other 
South American points are usually folded so 
that they are about nine feet long and two feet 
wide. 
You can pick out the Orinoco hidos, 
though, readily. 
They are a little wider, not 
quite so long, and aro full of holes along the 
border made by tho stakes which held them to 
the sand while drying. 
“ Now look at these hides. 
They are genuine 
buffalo skins from India. 
No, not tho American 
bison, but the real buffalo of the naturalists. 
They make the cheapest quality of leather, but 
still very useful. 
Their grain you know, is tho 
longest; hence their great utility for counters 
and insoles in l>oots and shoes. 
Well, we turn 
out over 100,000 of them annually alone,, and 
there are others who manufacture this leather 
in considerable quantities. 
“ The greatest obstacle to overcome in prepar­ 
ing the hides and shipping them almost around 
the world to New York is the insects. 
Various 
methods are employed to destroy or frustrate 
these pests. 
The chuenam method I have ex­ 
plained to you. 
It’s hard to tell which is tho 
more objectionable, the bugs or the mud. 
The 
South African hides are what we call a dry cure. 
They are rendered very dry bv long exposure to 
tho sun before shipping. In that condition they 
resist the attack of insects very well. 
But the 
most successful method, aud that most widely 
used, is in dipping the hide in a solution of 
arsenie before drying. 
This solution is both a 
preservative and an insecticide. 
Tanners have 
good reason to prefer this style of cure. 
Hides 
so treated will weigh at least 50 per cent more 
when tanned into leather, while the cliueman 
hides lose from 10 to 15 per cent, in w eig ht” 
“ Where do you get the best hides? ” 
“ The only good hides come from the temper­ 
ate zone or from regions sufficiently elevated 
to possess a similar climate. 
Healthy cattle 
then have thick, natural hair and skins of good 
grain. 
But in the hot countries the hair is very 
thin and tho grain of leather made from such 
hides is coarse and poor. 
On the other hand, 
iu the cold regions, tho hair becomes very fine, 
and so thick as to make a kind of fur, which 
also destroys the grain of the leather. 
In tho 
temperate zones the winter hides are hotter than 
those taken in the summer. 
The grain of tho 
leather is then at its best.” 
“ It looks as if a leather man could give the 
school boys points in geography.” 
“ Well, he 
certainly must understand the 
geography of the hide. 
Leaving Frankfort street and the region of 
sole leather, the reporter sought a large manu­ 
facturer of fine leathers, a leading producer of 
the American “ Russia." 
“ What kinds of leather do you make*'* queried 
tho reporter. 
“ All of tho finer kinds, including harness, 
enameled, colored, 
Russia, 
and om I tossed 
leather for furniture and wall decoration. ” 
“ How does your Russia compare with the 
imported? " 
“ What do you mean when you say ‘Russia? ’ 
Do you mean red leather? 
That is what the 
average American seems to understand by the 
term. 
But, in answer to your question, I can 
truly say that our leather is better than the gen- i 
nine Russia. 
Why? 
Because our tannage is! 
better. 
Let me show you.” 
Two hides were brought; the one imported, j 
tho other home-made Russia. 
The reporter 
could detect no difference. 
In grain and -’olor 
they were tho same, while the characteristic 
order of both was identical in its admixture of 
the disagreeable and the agreeable. 
“ The difference is positive and in our favor,” 
resumed the leather man, as he picked up the 
genuine Kussta, folded it tightly and vigorous­ 
ly rolled the fold between finger ami thumb. 
“ Now look,” said be, as ho straightened out tho 
fold. 
“ You see the surface is cracked and a 
wrinkle remains. 
That is the weak point in 
this article, which, by the way, is of tho best 
•inality. 
It if imperfectly tanned and colored 
Now try this niece of our manufacture. 
There 
is not the slightest abrasion of the snrfaee, you 
observe, nor does any wrinkle indicate where 
the fold was. 
The color, too, is uninjured- Our 
leather is so much better tanned that if is soft 
and nliable and stands wear much beiter.” 
“ The manner of producing this peculiar odor 
is kept a profound secret, is it not? ” 
“ Nonsence. 
Oil of spruce is the agent which 
gives the scent to the leather. 
There is no se­ 
cret about it. 
The only special knowledge re­ 
quired in tho business is to know where to buy 
the best hides, how best to tan them, and how 
to sell to best advantage.” 
“ How is this peculiar grain produced? " 
“ The plain, colored leather is placed unon a 
board which has a specially prepared rough 
surface. 
Elbow grease does the lost. 
The 
workman presses and rubs the leather wiih a 
block until it conforms to the surface of tho 
wood. ” 
“ What amount of real Russia is brought to 
this country annually? ” 
“ Very little. 
Not $ 5 ,0 0 0 worth. 
Our sales 
of Russia, however, amount to more 
than' 
$ 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 a year. 


F r e n c h C o h c Ii H o rs e » . 
Fro m the American Agricu ltu rist. 
It is a very common impression that the 
typical horse of France is a strong, heavy draft 
animal, like those depicted in Rosa Bonheur’s 
“ Horse Fair,” or seen walking off with heavy 
loads in the streets of Chicago or some other 
Western cities. 
But there is another race of 
horses quite as valuable aud useful in their way 
as the strong, active and docile giants of La 
Perche and other parts of Normandy. 
The 
other race referred to is that of French coach 
horses. The horses average between J ,‘i()Oand 
1,400 pounds in weight, and about 10 hands 
high. They have small, bony heads, fine, sensi­ 
tive ears, intelligent eyes, clean limbs, round, 
deep chests, strong loiiis, and are well ribbed 
up. 
Their general appearance is blood-like 
and “ natty.” They are descendants of English 
thoroughbred horses, with occasional 
out- 
crosses upon natives, and all carefully br A for 
size, endurance, and tho qualities needed for 
coach horses rather than racers. 
Their breed­ 
ing has been made a special object at the great 
government ha rtut, or breeding stations, until 
the type is thoroughly well established. 
They 
have* been introduced quite sparingly into this 
country within a few recent years, and seem 
well adapted to certain work in both town and 
country. 
In addition to their great value as 
carriage horses, they fill a place between tho* 
light, fleet roadster and thoroughbred on one 
hand, and tho ponderous draft horse on the 
other; to be, in fact, what is generally under­ 
stood as a general purpose horse. 


I have often paused iu the gloaming, while at 
the South, to watch the colored people as they 
picked their cotton and their banjos.

The great use made of Green nrc 1n the Mid­ 
dle Ages, so g ra phica lly described by Gibbon, 
shows an intimate know ledg e of one of tho ob ­ 
jects to w hich crude '.petroleum could be ap­ 
plied. 
This compound enabled the Greeks of 
the Eastern Empire tr* hold their own against 
the Saracens for som e1,hundreds of yea rs, and 
during two sieges of Constantinople g a ve tho 
victory to the Christians over their Moslem en­ 
emies. 
The terror 
and 
devastation ca used by the 
Greek fire seem to have been almost as great as 
that caused by artillery. 
It was blown throug h 
long copper tuoos. which were fixed in the fore­ 
part of the im perial galleys, or on the w a lls of 
the Greek towns. 
Sometimes at the m om ent of 
the attack on a besieged place, great ca ldrons 
containing the seething mixture were tilted on 
the wails, and the contents poured upon tho 
assailants with terrible effect 
It could be pro­ 
jected through a considerable spa ce, and has 
been described as rushing throng « the air like a 
winged dragon, with the report o f thunder nnd 
the velocity of lightning, 
it was launched a Iso 
in red hot balls of iron, which fell with disa s­ 
trous effect within the walls of a besieg ed city. 
it can be understood what « n alarm such a* a 
combustible 
would 
cause, 
e s p e c i a l l y 
when 
thrown upon and among ignorant aud balf 
naked opponents, on whom tho noise and tlame 
would have a terrifying effect. Even in modern 
battles the results obtained bv a rtillery tire, es­ 
pecially the fire of shells, are out of all propor­ 
tion to the number of men killed. 
Later, w hen 
the secret of the Greek fire had become known 
to the Saracens, and it had been adopted by 
them, its effeets were equally dreaded bv the 
Crusaders. 
The fact that it.’ could not. be ex­ 
ting uished 
by 
water 
added 
to 
thu 
ter­ 
ror 
caused 
by 
the 
noise, 
smoko 
and 
iliino. 
The secret 
of 
the 
com posi­ 
tion w ia ca refully guarded by tho 
Greeks, 
and retained for their exclusive use for about 
4 0 0 years. 
Fables were invented to hide from 
other nations so valuable an a djunct to the art 
of war. and the barbarians were informed that 
it had been revealed by an angnl to Constantine 
the Great, aud tlutirto comm unicate tho secret 
of its com position woidd provoke the venge- 
g*sanee of the God of the Christiana 
After the 
invention of gunpowder it was no longer o ' 
m uch value. 
I have the form ula of making 
Greek fire, and in it petroleum is one of its 
chief ingredients.

Correspondence Philadelphia llocorJ. 
I had never thought of it before, but now 
that a hotel for colored people has be<in opened 
I wonder what these people have been doing all 
these years without a hotel of their own. Every 
nationality under the sun has its hotel in this 
city, and almost every race, but for the colored 
people there has boon no sueh accommodation. 
Now they have opened one on West Twenty- 
sixth street, called the Southern hotei, and de­ 
signed more particularly for negroes from tho 
south, who come to visit New York and actually 
have no place to lay their heads. 
We allow tho 
negroes much more social freedom than we 
used to allow them, but I don’t beievo that » me 
of them, no matter now well dressed he might 
be, or how light his complexion, could get a 
room at any first-class New York hotel, or in 
fact any hotel at all, no matter what its class. 
We believe in negro equality, but with distinc­ 
tions of our own making. 
Now in Europe, par­ 
ticularly on the coutinenf, there are apparently 
no prejudices against this race, aud you sea the 
sprueest looking colored men everywhere you 
go. 
Indeed, iu Paris, I have seen colored 
“ dudes” parading the boulevards in company 
with tho nattiest of French women, and no one 
turned round to look at them. I believe that if a 
docent-looking white woman were soon walking 
Fifth avenue with a fashionably attired gentle­ 
man of color they would be followed by a mob.

LIFE B E Y O N D T H E GRAVE. 


A L uthera n C lerg ym a n's Serm on 
on 
th e 
A ndover Theory. 
From tho New York Star. 
Rev. W. E. Parson of the Church of the Re­ 
formation (Lutheran) preached a very interest­ 
ing sermon ou tho “ Andover Question iu the 
Concrete." 
Instead of the sweeping question as to the 
fate of the millions who died without hearing 
Christ, he took the caso of one man and ex­ 
plained that tea years ago there died in the 
ancient city of Kioto, Japan, a man who was by 
nature a royal soul, Mr. Kido, tho trusted ad­ 
visor of the Emperor. 
He was simple in man­ 
ner, affectionate in disposition, a good man nat­ 
urally. 
Those who knew him best called him a 
pious man, though ho believed in no religion. 
He knew to o much to believe in Buddhism, tho 
popular religion of his own country, and not 
quite enough to acccpt Christianity intelli­ 
gently. 
“ What was his fate? ” asked the pastor. 
‘‘Practically he knew nothing of Christ; he 
wanted to know more; h 
• 
was all t 
he wanted Christianity to come into his em­ 
pire, 
The Andover question in the concrete is 
simply this: 
What is the destiny of that man':' 
Was it sealed hopelessly at death? 
Is that man 
gone to be the companion of thieves, murder­ 
ers and scoffers? 
Is ho to be judged by some 
absolute amount of creed knowledge, failing 
which ho parses under a fatal and final condem­ 
nation? 
The thought is monstrous. 
It is 
unchristian. 
It is barbaric. 
Reason, justice, 
mercy, affection, every instinct of the soul, the 
Scriptures themselves, all cry out against such 
a horriblo teaching. 
Yet that is the teaching 
against which Andover protests. 
When Christ 
said: 
‘If I had not come and spoken to them, 
they bad not had sin,’ 
lie meant that no man 
can ever come to the full degree of responsibil- 
ty until he had had the fullest ponsible oppor­ 
tunity. 
When Paul said: ’How shall they be­ 
lieve in Him of whom they have not heard? ’ 
ho was apologizing for a state of ignorance, not 
condemning mail for it.” 
The speaker said wo liad better believe in an­ 
nihilation, nniversalism, purgatory or almost 
any doctrine which had some show of mercy 
in it. 
He characterized tho Andover prosecu­ 
tion as a persecution, and that, from his years 
of experience in a foreign laud aud acquaint­ 
ance with many missionaries, the very man to 
send out as a missionary was the man who car­ 
ried n o such awful message as that there was 
no hope for those who had had the misfortune 
to depart this life in advance of tho messenger, 
lie affirmed that there was not a verse of Script­ 
ure to bear out the traditional teaching, but that 
the Scriptures contained the “ larger hope.” 
After a full discussion of the question from 
the standpoint of reason and Scripture, Mr. 
Parson closed by saying: 
“ My friend who died ton years ago without 
knowing Christ, is iu tho hands of God who can 
do no injustice anywhere. 
Aud what is true of 
one is true of millions. 
Tho Andover question 
is in the minds of intelligent Christians of all 
churches and the multitude are answering this 
with a liberality that grows with the passing 
years. 
I thank Cod tha t tho church to which I 
belong has no such awful dogma as to tho fate 
of the heathen as would subject her ministers to 
a trial for heresy for holding that there might 
be some hope for those who die without having 
heard of Christ ”
